Hence none but th* most 
healthy should enter.the profession, and 
they should exerclie constant care to avoid 
Its weakening effects. Health is essential to 
cbeerfulucfu and vigor' which only vm pro- 
duce the besi results In teaching. The speak- 
er demanded a full and complete preparation 
for the work. 
Tbe teacher's knowledge 


should exceed by far the simple lesaou of 
this hour. 
It should embrace si wide 


course of general and professional reading. 
If o profession h so deficient In Its libra- 
ries. Most teachers ue content with a half 
dozen volumes on their shelves or even less. 
A list of valuable books was then given. 
The duties of teachers, to each1 other and to 
school officers'were clearly'set forth., It-Is 
also necessary that ever j teacher, should be 
versed la the nature and law of contracts. 
From Ignorance oa this subject many troub- 
les arise. Let every contract be in writing, 
clear and definite, and teachers would have 
no cause to compjala of injuries'on the 
put of school officers; nor officers of deser- 
tion on the part of the teachers. Tbe school 
Liw» of the State should be thoroughly un- 
derstood , and few states Bate a code so wor- 
thy of study as Rhodo Island: "Teaijbers 
ehould demand and receive thorough written 
examination before commencing their work.
